I. Claims 1-26, drawn to network computer configuring, classified in class 
709, subclass 220. 

II. Claim27-32, drawn to ccompute to computer data framing, classified in 
class 709, subclass 236. 

3. Newly submitted claims 27-32 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because invention I is directed toward 
network computer configuring. The subcombination has separate utility such as 
computer to computer data framing. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Applicant is requested to cancel claims 27-32 in response to 
this office action. Accordingly, claims 27-32 are withdrawn from consideration as being 
directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 821 .03.
